Bobby McLachlan 
took over the reins at 
Ajax early last year. 


The side had narrowly 
avoided relegation in 1979. 

He assessed his squad’ and 
felt that the less they gave 
away the better. So he opted 
for a man-to-man system over 
most parts of the field. 

Even his forwards out wide 
were told to come back with 
the overlapping full back and 
when they failed to do so the 
diminutive McLachlan usually 
lost his cool. 

His outbursts are almost 
legendary. Like the time he 
blew his top in the dressing 
room at Olympic Park. A 
policeman nearby wasn’t keen 
on McLachlan’s language and 
told him to tone it down. He 
d so after remonstrations 
from club officials. 

He enjoys using the element 
of surprise to his advantage. 

I've seen him stalking 
around outside the dressing 
room at half time. Inside 
eleven players are sitting 
silently, heads bowed, waiting 
for McLachlan to burst 
through the door and rage at 
them. Sometimes it doesn’t 
happen, He keeps the players 
on their toes that way. 

What's he going to do next is 
the question on most people’s 
lips if they’re near the bench 
during the match and Ajax 
isn’t doing well. 

But the drive to get more 
from a team that doesn’t give 
its all is at the heart of most 
McLachlan outbursts, 

McLachian was that sort of 
player. During his days with 
Croatia and Apia he was a 
tigerish, never-say-die type. 
He expects. that commitment 
to be matched by most-of his 
players, : 

- He gets.frustrated sitting on 
the bench;

That’s where the game 
takes place. That’s where it 
happens. No matter what you 
do, say or wish for, as a non- 
playing coach. When the

“average player,.just_as long as 
I was out theré,'’ said 
McLachlan. 


“Even when we-won the 
Ampoi Cup this year I couldn’t 
really feel the way the players 
must have felt. 

“They'd done it. They were 
out there where it happened 
and what they felt was 
unique."’ 

But make no mistake; there 
are rewards too. 

Like the satisfaction of 
moulding a possible 
championship side, of 
whecling and dealing in the 
transfer market and bringing 
quality players here like 
former Eire’ international 
Jimmy Dunne who won the 
Bill Fleming Medal and the 
General Tourist-Soccer 
Action State League Player of 
the Year Award last year. 

Dunne was on a four year 
contract with Ajax but the club 
Jet him go to Brisbane City for 
$10,000. McLachlan’s ‘pléased 
to see Dunne doing weli in the 
PSL but he regrets losing him 
not only as a player but as a 
friend. 

Ajax finished third in the 
State League last year. It was 
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the highest the club fad 
finished after rising from the 
Metro Leagues into State 
League in 1977. 

McLachlan maintains that 
his approach paid dividends. 
Don't give much away, was 
the usual order of the day. If 
you cut a side down to four 
clear-cut chances you 
minimise the possibility of 
goals against and -you have a 
fair chance of.getting a-result. 
Without a regular scorer 
McLachlan opted for what 
some would call very 
defensive tactics. 

But it worked. Two draws 
against the eventual league 
champion Preston Makedonia 
was evidence of the success of 
McLachlan’s thinking. 

Everyone at Ajax was 
pleased with last year’s 
performance. But McLachlan 
knew that more would be 
expected. He expected more 
himself. So he set about 
revamping the line-up in 
keeping with his plan to build a 
championship side within 
three years. 

And who knows, he could be 
a year ‘ahead of schedule! 

The money from the Dunne 
transfer and the transfers of 
Billy Vojtek, Steve Bennie, 
John Patten, Dave Perkin, 
Andy Segi and Grant Smart 
have covered the new players 
bought by McLachlan. 

Many State League clubs 
were after Frankston City 
striker Kevin Wall. 
McLachlan won the race to 
sign him. 

Then Peter Lewis decided to 
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sign. For $1,000 he was a Steal 
from Altona. Again 
McLachlan beat other clubs to 


the punch. 

Stuart Cannell, Kit 
Greechan, John Gardiner, 
Gus McLeod and Jim Williams 
joined. And Paul Lewis from 
English ¢lub Chester is on his 
way. 

But that’s not enough. 
McLachlan isn’t happy with 
his mildfield: He's on the Jook- 
out for a top class player 
there. 

The jokes came thick and 
fast. McLachlan was behind 
most of them. 

‘TJ have to pick up the 
newspaper every morning to 
see who I've signed,”’ he said. 

And he'd ring journalists 
asking them if another signing 
had been completed. Have I 
signed anyone else, he'd ask. 

Most people thought Ajax 
must have had a gold mine 
next to Green Gully Reserve 
and failed to recognise 
McLachlan’s astute dealing. 

The price Ajax paid in total 
for its new signings was more 
than matched by the money it 
received for the seven players 
who were sold from last year’s 
first team squad. 

“Tl had to effect a big change 
in personnel this year if we 
were to Stay on target for my 
championship aspirations. 

“Billy Vojtek had done a 
magnificent job for this club. 
As a former Australian 
international he was one of the 
players who helped to 
glamorise the side. But at 361 
felt it was better to let Billy go 
and resume his coaching 
career 

“Steve Bennie had a serious 
injury and I didn’t think he 
fully recovered from it. The 
Bennie of old could have held 
his head high in any company. 

“John Patten was a lovable 
rogue type of character. He 
was flamboyant and found it 
hard to discipline himself. He 
liked to throw caution to the 
wind and be adventurous. 

“Stuart Cannell has taken 

over from John. Canell doesn't 
have John's centrefold image. 

‘Tl really regret losing 

Jimmy Dunne but it would 
have been unfair to hold him 
back from playing in the PSL. 
{t would have been perfect to 
have Jimmy in defence and 
John Gardiner in midfield.”’ 

The money is good at Ajax. 

For players and mianager- 


coaches. 
It sounds corny to say that 
the money isn’t everything. 
When McLachlan says it, he’s, 
sincere. 
“Over and above the money 
it gives me _ tremendous 
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McLachlan conducts training. 
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at the back in complete 
command, making opponents 
look second-class.’” 

And if Ajax wins the 
championship what's left for 
McLachlan? The PSL 
perhaps? 

“If we achieve Jeague 
success and don’t get into the 
PSL I'll leave the club. 

“I'd prefer to leave after 
success and take with me the 
great friendships that have 


developed down there.” = 


McLachlan has been in 

charge of Sunshine, Juventus, 
Preston Makedonia, Albion 
Rovers, Footscray JUST, 
Brighton and Ajax. 
. But every job has been a 
challenge. He's never taken 
over a’side on the crest of 
success,

finished in the top four and 
beat South Melbourne Hellas 
3-1 at Chaplin Reserve and 3-0 
at Middie Park with Tommy 
Cumming notching a hat-trick. 

He's: won ja Dockerty Cup 
with Juventus, a Second 
Division championship with 
Makedonia and threw himself 
into the firing line when he 
took over JUST in the latter 
half of the 1979 season after it 
had been thrashed 5-1 by 
Marconi at Olympic Park. 
Under McLachlan JUST 
recovered to avoid relegation, 

And back in 1974 he joined 
his friend Les Shorrock at 
Brighton. 

McLachlan came as player- 
coach for the last 10 games of 
the season. Brighton won nine 
of those games and the Third 
Division championship. 

MeLachlan managed the 
Australian schoolboys when 
they toured the U.S. in 1978. He 
selected Eddie Krncevic, 
Malcolm McClelland, Peter 
Katholos, Charlie Yankos, 
Tony Pezzano, Greg 
Woodhouse, Mike 
Milovanovic, Peter 
Raskopoulos, John Spanos, Ian 
Hunter, George Christopoulos, 
Danny Moulis and Paul Kay. 
All have made their mark in 
the PSL since, 

It’s something that 
eee rarely gets credit 
or. 

We keep hearing how Rudi 
Gutendorf moulded these boys 
and gave them their chance. 

But McLachlan brought 
many of them into the public 
eye and their careers 
blossomed. 

“‘When I said that some of 
these boys would play for their 
country people probably 
thought that I was a bloody 
idiot on a big ego trip.

Seven years at the helm, 
Wilson was Australia’s long- 
est-serving captain. He also is 
our longest-serving Socceroo, 
having played 115-games, 62 of 
them full internationals. 

At 32 he easily could step 
back into the national team. 

“I still consider myself 
among the dest of them,” he 
admits matter-of-factly, but 
he denies reports that Rudi 
Gutendorf has asked him to.re- 
turn. 

“If someone did make an ap- 
proach, I suppose I'd have to 
sit down and talk about it, but 
I’m just as well out of it,’’ he 
says, in that slow draw! of his, 

“After the 1977 World Cup 
qualifying series, 1 was no 
longer in the right frame of 
mind. I just had nothing to 
prove anymore. I'd done it all.

‘a Commanding midfield gener- 


‘al'next to -him. 

“It's hard to say whether 
Jimmy Rooney could still do 
it,”" Wilson. continues,” but 
Gary Byrne certainly could. 
He should have been there 
from the start because he’s the 
best midfielder in Australia, 
but unfortunately he has 
trouble -getting time off 
work’’, 

If Australia fails to reach 
the World Cup finals in Spain, 
soccer in Australia will suffer, 
says Wilson. 

“It may even get to the 
stage where the Philips 
League may have to fold, 

“Costs are rising in the 
PSL, yet crowds are going 
down. 

“If they were to revert toa 
NSW super league, including 
Newcastle, Wollongong and 
Canberra, the crowds would be 
the same, if not biger, and the 
cost would be lower. 

“The game hasn’t really 
gone ahead, has it? 

“It's competing against too 
many other codes, without get- 
ting the same publicity. I 
mean you rarely see a back- 
Page splash on soccer, do you? 

“You ask your average 
soccer player to name six top 
Australian Rules or Rugby 
League players, and I bet he 
could do it pretty quickly,

“The way they’re going I 
probably wouldn't get a ga- 
me,” he says, quite seriously. 

“There was some talk about 
Wollongong being interested in 
me when they started the club, 
but they were working on a 
rock-bottom budget and I think 
they were a bit frightened to 
ask about transfer fees.’’ 

Wilson has had his fair share 
of transfers. 

After joining South Coast 
United from English club 
Middlesbrough, he switched to 
Marconi for $6000 in 1971, then 
back to South Coast in 1972 for 
$12,500 and to Western Suburbs 
in 1974 for $9000. 

APIA took over Western 
Suburbs in early 1979. 

He concedes that the APIA 
team still has a few weaknes- 
ses, but he’s pleased that it has 
had a much better start to the 
season than it did last year. 

“‘Zdenko Kafka has fitted in 
very well since he joined from 
Croatia,” he says. ‘‘He’s a top 
pro with tons of ability. He can 
hold the ball and he finds the 
gaps with those pinpoint 
passes of his. 

“But maybe we need anoth- 
er man in the middle of the 
park — an anchor man who 
will stay back a bit more.

League campaign. 


It transpired that he arrived in time only to participate in the 
last two games of that 1977 season, far too late to save the Otago 


club from an inglorious relegation. 


Wooddin had first come to Watson’s attention as a prolific 
goalscorer with Winsford United, one of North-West England’s 
strongest semi-professional outfits. 

Previously he had been on Tranmere Rovers books, playing 
three games during the 1974-75 season, in which they were rele- 


gated from the Third Division, 


The Merseysider soon proved himself worthy of all the trouble 
taken in bringing him to Dunedin, as he spearheaded City’s suc- 
cessful promotion attempt on 1978 and subsequent entrenchment 


in the National League. 


Such is Wooddin's importance to City that many critics have 
feigned surprise upon discovering he does not collect gate money 


and sel] the club programmes! 


Indeed it is surprising that Wooddin has remained in Dunedin, 
despite the approaches of a host of wealthy North Island clubs.
